That Expenditures Should 
Be Regulated by Revenue 


DEFICIT CONCEALED 


France’s struggle to keep the 
state revenues up to a point suf- 
ficently high to meet an increasing 
expenditure, and the efforts of the 
late cabinet to make a good show- 
ing under difficult circumstances 
ts reviewed in the following 
special article dealing with the re- 
port of M. Gauthier, secretary of 
the Senate committee on the 19]2 
budget. 


(Special to the Monitor) 


PARIS — The report of Monsieur 
Gauthier, the secretary of the Senate 
committee on the 1912 budget, which 
has just been made public, forms an 
interesting review of the national finan- 
ces, and of the difticulties to be over- 
come during the current year. 

It commences by drawing attention 
to the preamble of the budget itself in 
the actual phraseology of the late gov- 
ernment which proclaims that no loan 
is required, owing to the excellent state 
of the treasury. It goes on to say that 
no new taxes have been imposed as it 
seemed impossible to impose further ob- 
ligations on the taxpayer, and that as 
those imposed during the last six years 
have been so exceedingly heavy the pub- 
lie treasury has consented to .moderate 
its exigencies¢ 

These phrases, so difficult to reconcile 
one with another, can neither of them 
be taken as giving proper indication 
of the real state of the national finances. 

The figures themselves speak more 
eloquently. In tle budget of 1911 the 
expenditure was estimated at four mil- 
liards 386 millions, whilst in that of 
1912 thev have risen to the sum of 
four milliards 503 millions. 

It is convenient to note here that the 
increase of expenditure between the 
years 1901 and 1912 has risen no less 
than 950 millions in round figures, and 
it is evident from the general manner 
of dealing with finances of the country 
that unless some very radical change is 
made nothing can prevent the national 


the danger arising from this condition 
of things by settling once and for all 
the burning question of their rights as 
well as their duties, and that it will at 
the same time necessarily restore order 
and enforce a proper measure of disci- 
pline of all those engaged in the ser- 
vice of the state administration of 
whatever department. 

In conclusion the report recommends 
the acceptance of the budget in itg pres- 
ent form, but also advises that at an 
early date the government should change 
its fiseal system by establishing those 
reforms which the chamber has already 
accepted in principle. In the opinion of 
M. Gauthier the only means by which 
the finances of the future can be enccess- 
fully managed, and the growing deficits 
met is by the adoption of a system of 
taxation based on income supported by 
determined economy and bv the decen- 
tralization of the fiscal administration.

To do this the area on which the Cul- 
ebra hotel was formerly situated, and

In 
all 29 buildings will be removed within 
the ensuing tvo months to make way 
for the steam shovels. 

Prior to 1905 the main line of the 
Panama railroad ran between the old 
village of Culebra and the line of the 
canal, crossed the canal at the south 
end of Gold hill, between miles 36 and 
3+, and ran along the enst bank into 
Parasio. The construction of the canal 
necessitated the removal of the railroad 
from the old location, east of the vil- 
lage to behimd the hill on the west. 

In 1906 the headquarters of the work 
were moved from Ancon to Culebra, and 
the new ~illage of Culebra con- 
structed on the east slope of the hill, 
as the old camp had been, but at such 
a distance from the cut as to be appar- 
ently safe from danger of sliding in. 
Part of this location has already disap- 
peared on the slide. The old line of 
the raijroad was maintained practically 
intact until 1909, however, when the 
slides began to interfere with it. 

The section it is now intended to ex- 
cavate includes all that between the 
penitentiary on the south, the commis- 
sion clubhouse on the north, and on 
the west the road that runs from the 
American settlement at Culebra to the 
labor camp, known at Rio Grande, an 
area of about four acres. In addition 
to this area it is probable that the 
site of the penitentiary and a portion 
of the labor camp of Rio Urande will 
need to be removed at a later date. 

Along the edge of Zion hill, back of 
the penitentiary, there is a lony crack 
in the earth that typical of the 
breaks occurring in this class of slide. 
In some parts it is from six inches to a 
foot wider It is apparent that the toe 
of the hill has broken away from the 
main mass, and the depth of the break 
ean only be conjectured; at places it 
can be sounded to 20 feet below the 
surface. 

The action of the slides in front of the 
village of Culebra has been gradual, and 
has developed during the past five years. 
Early in the excavation it became evi- 
dent that the theoretical slopes could not 
be maintained. At first the method pur- 
sued was to dig in the prism of the canal, 
and allow the material from the banks 
to slide in, after which it would be ex- 
cavated. The continual pushing out of 
line of the railway tracks and filling of 
the drainage ditch by this movement led 
to a modification of this method and the 
adoption of the plan of lightening the 
slide by taking as much material as pos- 
sible from the top of it. This method 
has undoubtedly retarded the movement. 
What the final slopes here will be can- 
not be determined accurately at this 
time. In all the slides in Culebra cut, 
there remains to be excavated about 3.,- 
696,000 cubic yards, or about one fourth 
of the total remaining excavation for the 
eut, which on Jan. 1, 1912, was 14,941,- 
181 cubic yards.

Tue acquirement of 4200 acres of land 
fronting on Ft. Pond bay, Montauk Pont, 
Long Island, by the Montauk 
Improvement Company, a record ot the 
transfer of which, it is announced, was made 
in Albany on Thursday, is the first actual 
step of consequence toward the development 
of this proposed transatlantic shipping ter- 
minal. This action stamps the undertaking 
as one in which the promoters themselves are 
wilhng to make a considerable investment. [t is understood, although 
the repor vet lacks official confirmation, that the Long Island Kail- 
road Company has consented to take 160 acres of land from the 
harbor company for a treight and passenger terminal. 

A gneat deal that is being said concerning Montauk Point devel 
opment ati present must be taken with caution, because much of it. 
on the showing made, is manifestly based upon expectation. On the 
other hanl, the mistake must not be made of assuming; that because 
most ot the deals of consequence connected with the enterprise are 
in prospect they will not be consummated. It appears to be a fact 
that representatives of French, Dutch and other foreign financial 
interests laave been studying the situation very closely. One report 
has it that: French capitalists, on the advice of a representative who 
is at presemt in New York, are ready to invest from $25,000,000 to 
$100,000,900 in the development of the new harbor. .\nother réport 
has it that: a representative of a Belgian industry is prepared to put 
$10,000,000 into the enterprise at once.

| i muunucipal administration. Mavor Seidel, it 
: overnment is adnutted by his political iriends, has fallen 
tar short of accomplishing all he set out to 
do: Mayor Lunn of Schenectady has entered 
upon a course that is pronounced by impartial onlookers hopelessly 
radical. In Milwaukee the cost of operating the citv government 
under socialistic auspices has been increased, 1t is claimed, by $1.000,- 
M00 a vear. This is due to an increase in the municipal pavroll as a 
result of an effort to press upon the community changes or reborms 
for which it was unprepared. The socialistic administration has not 
vone very far as vet, but the impression ts that it is starting out with 
policies that will prove equally expensive and unremunerative. 

Now, all this has nothing to do with the merits or the demerits 
of socialism per se. What it means is that whether an attempted 
radical innovation in government be socialistic or the reverse o} 
socialistic it can hardly be mmposed upon, or substituted for, an exist 
ing system Over mght without causing disturbance and inviting: fail- 
ure. One of the wholesome and encouraging symptoms of the liber 
ality and fairness of popular thought in this age is to be found in 
the disposition everywhere displayed not to blame or to denounce 
or to condemn socialisin as a system for the failures scored by those 
who undertake to putat into practical operation. In Milw aukee, for 
HWistance, according to a student of the situation, “every reform ati 
nnportance has been found either illegal or has been carried inté 
effect by ordinances drawn So carelessly that they have been declared 
void by the first court that passed upon them.” The claim is that the 
bureau of ethciency of the municipality cost $20,000 last vear and 
failed to establish the fact that it was itself efficient, and that Mavor 
Seidel and his associates, instead of giving the city a sane and sound 
admimstration, have been carried away by the lure of.the utopian 
and the impossible. Notwithstanding, there is no disposition among 
non-socialists to assail socialism itself, and it is worthy of note 
that Mayor Seidel’s motives and personal honestv have not been 
attacked. 

But what 1s the lesson?’ It would seem to be this: That the 
conditions are not ripe tor socialism, or else, if thev are, the social- 
ists of today are not qualified to interpret or to administer their doc- 
trine. ‘There is as vet too much misunderstanding as to what social- 
isin means, too crude a notion generally prevalent as to how it 
should be applied for the general good. If socialism is to prevail 
eventually it must stand the test to which all great and lasting 
reforms have been subjected—the test of time, experience and dem- 
onstration. It cannot be rushed save at the cost of reaction. 
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OnE would naturally suppose that of all the 
communities in'the United States the national 
capital would be the one least in need of an 
auditorium.

Yet the phenomenon of 111 teeling between the United Kingdom 
and Germany, though it is very much more serious and very much 
more dangerous than an ebullition confined to Downing street and 
the Wilhelmstrasse, 1s. none the less, nothing more or less than an 
exhibition of the mesmeric tendency through which the units of a 
crowd act upon the lass. The Navy leagues of the respective Cap- 
itals have hypnotized two. ordinarily peacetul, people into a desire 
tor dreadnoughts; the tariff-weavers have filled them with a dread 
of commercial extinction; the enipire-promoters pojnt to every unap- 
propriated handful of earth as the last in the world’s land ‘market, 
with the result that statesmanship is dissolved in panice. 

lt must be admitted that the first signs of awakening conscious- 
ness have come from the United Kingdom. ‘The two great meet- 


ings held in Edinburgh and Glasgow, the sympathetic utterances of 
the new Unionist leader, together with the hesitancy of the Labor 
party to give hostages to the armor barons, have ngt been without 
their effect. Yet so unbalanced is the human mind that the more 
pacific the United Kingdom shows itself the more bellicose Germany 
grows. Sir Frank Lascelles, at one time British ambassador at 
Berlin, points to this astonishing: fact, which perhaps is not so aston- 
ishing if we realize that Germany attributes her withdrawal from 
Morocco far more to the veto ot’ the United Kingdom than to the 
retusal of France. As a matter of fact, the whole of the United 
Ningdom’s foreign policy has been dictated for vears by the’ growth: 
of the German fleet. Downing street has been apt to regard that 
Heet as a preparation for an attack on the empire; whilst the Wil- 
helmstrasse has viewed the English building program as a denial of 
Germany's right to a place in the sun. The result is that an antip- 
athy has grown up between the two peoples, which is fortunately 
based on nothing more substantial than emotion and misunderstand- 
ing, and when the emotion dies away there will be found no cause 
behind to make the resentment permanent. For this reason the 
friends of peace in urope have every reason to be thankful, and for 
this reason there is no occasion to fear that any number of tons of 
armaments will turn the scale against the enormous weight of the 
trade interests of the two countries. ;
